It is not impossible that Italy should 
be invaded before the fighting in Tunisia 
is ended, a holding force being left to fin- 
ish off the garrison with the assistance of 
hunger. 

It is equally possible that Italy is not 
the part of the Axis “‘under belly” selected 
for invasion. There is a good deal of 
other Axis-held territory between the 
Pyrenees and the Dardanelles, where de- 
fence preparations may not have been so 
extensively carried out. The Allied leaders 
of course know where the soft spots are, 
and may choose to strike where that is less 
expected. 

Even Goebbels has stopped pretending 
that the Axis plans in the Mediterranean 
zone are anything more than defensive. 
But only last September Rommel’s army 
was inside Egypt and the Berlin radio was 
predicting the early capture of Alexandria. 
Seven months later the problem is how to 
keep the Allies out of Europe. From the 
conquest of Egypt to the defence of Italy 
is a long road to travel in so short a time.
